THE TOPIC of discussion 
was “Improving Instruction: 
Some Specific Problems.” A 
representative from each ofthe 
three principal divisions on 
campus was allowed a ten-min¬ 
ute speech. Paul Blaylock, Stu¬ 
dent Government president, 
presented the student viewpoint. 
Prof. James Hadden, educa¬ 
tion, presented the teaching 
faculty viewpoint, and Chan¬ 
cellor Archie Dykes voiced the 
view of the administration. 

Blaylock gave a report on a 
Southern Universities Student 
Government Association sur¬ 
vey of students’ Ideas of what 
constitutes a good teacher.

AMONG THE points brought 
out In the SUSGA survey were 
the following.

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Open Hearings Open 
Debate; Star Courts Dead 

The ruling by the State Board of Education that no student 
may be dismissed without an open hearing If he requests it Is 
a result of the September suspensions at A&L One of the sus¬ 
pended students was Fred Brooks, chairman of the local Stu¬ 
dent Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, charged with "gross 
disrespect” for the school’s president. 

Past policy of the ten schools under the jurisdiction ot the, 
state board has been to hold hearings In private. It Is doubtful; 
that this ruling will have as profound an effect on the handling 
of misconduct cases as some administrators apparently believe. 
Among those objecting to the ruling, was Dr. Quill Cope, presi¬ 
dent of Middle Tennessee State University. 

Of course, the disciplining of 335 students at one college In 
a short time Is an extreme case on which to base a board deci¬ 
sion. 

FURTHERMORE, In the Brooks case, the A&I adminis¬ 
tration was wise In conducting a closed hearing, since SNCC Is 
a publicity seeking organization to say the least. For this rea¬ 
son, It Is unlikely that Brooks would have requested a private 
hearing. Also, It Is doubtful that a public hearing could have 
been conducted without Interruption from Brooks’ cohorts. 

If curiosity seekers and hecklers are barred from open 
hearings, administrators should have no objection to an open 
hearing. The college press should be admitted to both open and 
closed hearings.
